2. Claims 1-27 and 33-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing of the prior art references, the Examiner found that Applicant's arguments in 
the Remark pages 13-14, filed on 07/25/2006 are persuasive for placing the claims 1-27 
and 33-37 in a condition for allowance. Furthermore, since Claims 1-27 are allowable, 
the restriction requirement between groups, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 
05/01/2006 and 01/20/2006, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims 
to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 82104(a).
